Mechanics' Institute Hears 
Dr. Gurd Tell of Trip 

To an audience wlilcli filled tlie 
.Meclia,nlcs' Institute hall to capacity 
and to tlio-c who crowded tho corri- 
dors unablo to get seals. Dr. looser 
Gurd described ,a motor trip Ihraugh 
Kurope, Ifist nIghL Tho speaker took 
Ihis tour in 1929 .and tho latter part 
of 1930, and covered practically every 
.stale of that country. Uo stressed 
:he case of getting about In all coun- 
tries, the good rotids,' tlio' convenient' 
traffic laAVB, and alJovo till, tho polite- 
ness of every single citizen. 

Dr. Gurd started from Canada witli 
his automobile: when ho landed at 
Liverpool ho was handed a complete 
i-et of documents, license plates and 
all the necessaries by tho Royal 
loniobllo Club at Liverpool. .\t Ills', 
rather contused by the left liand 
drive, he sot on fjulekly. Ho was sur- 
prised by tho number of pedestrians 
on the slrceLs, and Informed his au- 
dience .much to their .amusement, that 
Iho pedestrian had the right of way. 
Sees All Europe 

Leaving Kngl.and after a short tour, 
ho went on to the Continent, going 
Uirough Trance, Italy, .Viistria, C.\ocho- 
Slovakii, Germany, Switzerland .and 
Belgium. A short trip through Nor- 
way and Sweden followed. As the 
tour lasted over .a period of alinosi a 
year and a half be was well ;iMe to 
cover tlio fjroiiiid qiillo ininiilely. The 
cathedrals of England alono would be 
worth a whole trip. 

Stresses Modernity 

Tho outstanding part of tho trip 
was tho change In Germany since tho 
war. All Is very modern. Due to the 
privations of the war almost all the 
older people hnvr l.opn Uillrd oif and 
Germany Is a nation of yoiitii. They 
.are forgetting tlie war and have nc 
rancour against '.any other nations. 
They are particularly friendly towards 
the Urlti.sh. Kvpr.vw licro tiu-oUL-b the 
country the travellers were liosplt.ably 
recoivcJ. The Hotels arc all clean, 
cheap, and pleasant. The cities them- 
selves are beautiful.. The authorities 
□ re dolnç their be.-'t to |K>rpetunlo the 
old styles of arL-hltcctiiro Iti the old 
towns .-ind all new buildings must 
conform to the old dosigns.
